State College, Pa.—The 3.‘?00 stu­ 
dents at the Pennsylvania State Col­ 
lege each year spend over two million 
dollars in obtaining their education, 
according to estimates made by a stu­ 
dent who was in a calculating frame 
of mind. 
At least one-third of tb s 
amount is earned by students during 
vacation periods. 
It is figured that the average cost 
of a year at Penn State, from rail­ 
road fare to incidentals, is now be­ 
tween $700 and $800 per student, and 
an 
economical 
estimate might In* 
placed as low as $000. 
There is no 
tuition charge, as such, for residents 
of Pennsylvania, and many students 
by working in spare hours are able 
to meet part or all of their expenses. 
The largest item in the student ex­ 
pense 
account 
is 
boarding, which 
averages about $250 a year per stu­ 
dent, or an aggregate of $825,000 for 
the entire student body. 
Room rent, 
clothes, incidentals and college fees 
run about equal, averaging a little 
more than $100 for each item . These 
aggregate ove-* $1,000,000 for the nine 
months’ term. 
Almost $2,000,000 is 
spent annually in the small borough 
of State College which has u resident 
population of less than 4000. 
Rail­ 
road fare for three round trips home 
during the year will average $75 per 
student, aggregating a quarter mil­ 
lion dollars. 
Over 200 students c u t.down their 
boarding expenses by acting as wait­ 
ers or stewards in fraternities and 
boarding houses. 
Getting “lifts” on
